An Interview with Sir 
Charles Lees, 


British Guiama’s Governor on 
Veneguela's Artest. 


The Hauling Down of Her 
Flag an “Individual 
Action. 


He Thinks the A@air Will not Be- 
come Serleus—No Concessions 
Have Beem Made to Americans 
in Britain’s Territory. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble, Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) 
Sir Charles Cameron Lees, K. C., vv. 
ernor of British Guiana, arrived in 
Plymouth at midnight, having been re- 
called to England to confer with Colon- 
jal Secretary Chamberlain on the Vene- 
zuclan boundary question. 

Sir Charles wees seen upon his ar- 
rival by a representative of the Asso- 
clated Press, who sought to obtain his- 
views upon thé Venezuelan question, 
and to whom he accorded an interview. 
He said: “I regard the frontier out- 
rage (the so-calie@ Uruan incident,) as 
a purely individ@al act, as the British 
subjects, Barnes and Baker, who were 
arrested by the Venezuelan officers, 
when brought before the higher repre- 
sentatives of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment, were asked By them to return to 
the British territory. But they de- 
clined, on the ground that there was 
no means of tran@it back.” 

The Uruan imei@ent referred to by 
Sir Charles was that upon which the 
reported British wltimatum to Vene- 
zuela was based. A British sergeant of 
police, the Barnes above referred to, 
and two assistant®, crossed the river at 
Uruan and planted the British flag on 
the Venezuelan side. The Venezuelan 
police tore down the flac, drove the in- 
truders across the stream and subse- 
quently arrested them. While on their 
way to Ciudad Bolivia, with their 
prisoners, they were instructed from 
Caracas to release the Englishmen and 
to permit them t@ return to British 
Guiana. The British government de- 
manded reparation for these arrests. 

Sir Charlies Lées was asked further 

to explain the a@gtion of the Guiana 
Council in. yoti of 
Colonial Secreta: 
} gestion for the of Maxim 
to be taken to the Venezuelan fron- 
tier. Sir Charles said: ‘With regard 
to this vote, the matter was purely an 
imperial one. There is only a post con- 
sisting of seven men at Uruan, being 
merely a police station to mark the 
frontier on the Schomberg boundary 
line, and there is practically no marine 
station there at all, although the colo- 
nial government has repeatedly asked 
for a supply of Maxim guns.” 

Sir Cameron has come home princi- 
pally to recruit his health and although 
some matters of private business will 
also receive his attention, he will also 
see Secretary Chamberlain as soon as 
possible. Going back to the Uruan in- 
cident Sir Cameron said: “The Vene- 
zuelan party, when they crossed the 
river at Uruan, hoisted their flag upon 
a building within the Schomberg bound- 
ary. Sergeants Barnes and Baker 
hauled it down merely to show that it 
was within the British lines, although 
the colonial government would be de- 
lighted to welcome squatters to that ter- 
ritory and only desired to show that it 
was British terrritory. 

He was asked if he thought that any 
serious affair would occur in the event 
of a crisis, to which he replied: “I 
think not, as there is only a very small 
police station on the Venezuelan fron- 
tier. The Venezuelans tried their ut- 
most to persuade Barnes and Baker to 
return to British territory after they 
had been arrested.” 

The Associated Press then asked the 


Governor if any difficulty was likely to 
‘arise out of the concessions made to 


American capitalists by Venezuela. He 
said: ‘‘No concessions have been tmmade 
within the British sphere of influence 
and therefore, no difficulty is likely to 
occur. I have no idea that there will 
be any serious resistance to the British 
demands growing out of the Uruan in- 
cident, as.the Venezuelan government 
seems desirous of doing everything pos- 
sible to. repair any injury done to 
British subjects.” 


WORK FOR A CORRESPONDENT. 


the Herald from Havana says that the 
correspondent of an English newspaper 
has just received orders from his paper 
to embark at once for Venezuela in an- 
ticipation of the demonstration that 
Great Britain is expected to make at 
La Guayra to enforce the demands of 
her ultimatum. 

AFFAIRS IN BRITISH GUIANA. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The State 
Department has been furnished further 
details of the status of affairs in Brit- 
ish Guiana concerning the’ boundary 
agitation. It covers the press publica- 
tions at Demerara up to October 16. In 
pursuance of the policy of the British 
Foreign Office, Capt. Marshal] and In- 
spector Coyle of the British Colonial 
Constabulary of Militia, have been dis- 
patched to inspect the post of Uruan, 
where the conflict with Venezuelans 
occurred. The semi-official announce- 
ment is made at Demarara that the de- 
parture of the officers and their party 
is in connection with the recent dis- 
patch from Minister Chamberlain. 

Up to October 16, when the mail 
closed, the notification of Lord Salis- 
bury’s ultimatum to Venezuela had 
not reached Demerara, but strong 
pressure was exerted on the home gov- 
ernment for a move of this kind. 

THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 

_NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The Herald’s 
correspondent in Rio de Janeiro, Bra- 
zil, telegraphs that news has been re- 
ceived from the Governor of Para, con- 
firming the report of the passage of 
British troops through that territory. 

WILL CAUSE A CRISIS. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—A special from 
Washington says that a confirmation 
of the report that an armed British 
force was marching through Brazilian 
territory to that part of Venezuela 
claimed by Great Britain, will, it is 
said, bring the international dispute to 
a crisis at once.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The few com- 
ments made by the London papers upon 
the war predictions of Senator Chandler 
in his paper, the Evening Monitor, of 
Concord, N. H., on October 28, may 
be regarded as summed up by the Stan- 
dard, -in the following utterance: “‘Sen- 
ator Chandler may excite enthusiasm 
among the riff-raff of the great towns; 
but his prophecies, we may be assured, 
will be received with indignation and 
disgust by the bulk of ‘the people of 
the United States.” 


A CHICAGO EVENT. 


Barrett Eastman Engaged to Ex- 
Mayor Harrison’s Dauguater. 
(BY TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The engagement is announced 
of Miss Saphonsha Harrison, daughter 
of the late Mayor Carter H. Harrison, 
to Barrett Eastman, dramatic critic of 
the Chicago Tribune. Miss Harrison is 
quite pretty, tall and siender. She in- 
herited $50,000 from her father. East- 
man is an exceedingly popular young 
newspaper man, and has made a repu- 
tation as a paragrapher through clever 
editorial tid-bits in the Tribune. Mr. 
Eastman is well known in California, 
having lived several years in Los An- 
geles. The wedding will be celebrated 
Thursday evening, December 5, at St. 
James Episcopal Church, Rev. Dr. 
Stone officiating. A reception will fol- 
low at the house of Mr. and Mrs. 
Heaton Owsley. 


ARMENIANS IN REVOLT. 


TWENTY-SIX THOUSAND OF THEM 
UP IN ARMS. 


The Government Will Call Oat the 
Reserves—The Sultan Refuses to 
Aecept the KReform Commission 


as Named—Sa ury Speaks. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 30.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) The most alarming 
news yet received from Armenia was 
madg public here today. It is stated 
that in the Zeitout mountain district 
there are 26,C00 Armenians in open revolt 
against the rule of tne Sultan. The 
Turkish government, in view of the 
gravity of the outbreak, has decided to 
call out the reserves. 

SALISBURY’S LAMENTATIONS. 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The Marquis of 
Salisbury made a speech at Waterford 
today to an audience which included 
Earl Cowper, Earl Brownlow, the Earl 
of Clarendon, the Earl of Essex, the 
Earl of Dudley, Baron Rothschilds, 
Lord Hyde and a number of Conserva- 
tive members of Pariiament. During 
the course of his remarks the Prime 
Minister referred to the agicultural 
question and said: 

“Since the repeal of ‘the corn laws, 
we have had the strongest cause to la- 
ment that, though the protectionists 
resisted, their warnings had not been’ 
listened to more carefully. "he repeal- 
ers scouted the idea of its injury but 
lowering of prices resulted and free 
trade has almost killed husbandry in 
several counties.”’ 

The Marquis did not blame those who 
had passed the free trade, but they 
should have thought more of the pecu- 
liar burden under which the land la- 
bored and should have enlightened the 
worst of those burdens when it could 
have been done with ease. He then 
adverted to the foreign policy of Great 
Britain and in this connection de- 
clared that he had carried out the work 
of his precursors for the sake of main- 
taining the very important object of 
a unity of English policy in the face of 
foreign nations. 

The speaker protested against Glad- 
stone’s interference in the Armenian af- 
fair in a passage of his speech in which 
he said that he regretted that any man, 
however earnest and eminent, had 
thought it worth while to add to the dif- 
ficulties with which the nations of Eu- 
rope had to contend in dealing with 
countries in which bitter differences of 
race and creed were traditional. 

THE SULTAN’S DESIGNS. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople says that 
the Sultan declines to accept the names 
which the Grand Vizier has suggested 
for the Armenian commission. He 
wishes to have men who are in his own 
confidence. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople says that the massacre 
at Marash has cease and the mission- 
aries are safe. A demand has been 
made to the British embassy and to the 
Armenian legation that relief operations 
at Sassoun shall cease. 

The Daily News (Liberal) in n edi- 
torial upon the foregoing says: ‘This 1s 
a fresh proof of the designs é€ntertained 
at the palace. In such a demand there 
can only be a most peremptory and con- 
temptuous negative. Lord Salisbury’s 
lukewarm and perfunctory references 
to the Armenian question in his 
speeches at Waterford come at a very 
inopportune moment.” 


A Serious Railroad Collision. 


IOWA FALLS (Iowa,) Oct. 30.—A ge- 
rious accident occurred today on the 
Burlington, Cedar. Rapids and North- 
ern road, at Hardy ‘station, -where 
the Sioux Falls express had orders to 
pass the freight extra. The freight had 
mot cleared the line when the passen- 
ger train crashed into it. Freight 
Conductor Daniel Gammon of Esper- 
ville, lowa, was fatally injured. En- 
gineer Permetre and Fireman Wagner 
of the passenger train were seriously 
hurt. Some passengers were injured, 
but none seriously, it is said. ‘ 


The A.R.U. Strikers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon today made an argument in 
the United States Supreme Court in the 
case of W. H. Clune, Isaac Ross and 
Phillip Stanwood - vs. the United 
States. The plaintiffs in error were 
identified with the big strike in Cali- 
fornia in the summer of 1894, and are 
under sentence of eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment on the charge of conspir- 
ing to obstruct the United States mails. 
Col. Robert Christy appeared for the 
strikers.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—During 
four long hours today under the scruti- 
nizing gaze of a courtroom crowded 
with strangers to her, a pale, worn wo- 
man underwent an ordeal which well 
might have broken the nerve of many 
a strong man. She was Mrs. Carrie 
Alice Pitzel. With bravery and forti- 
tude she stood the test, in spite of the 
fact that her physical system had been 
so shattered by the woes under which 
she has all but suceumbed, that she 
was obliged to interrupt her pitiful 
narrative at frequent intervals to ac- 
cept spoonfuls of medicine from the 
trained nurse who attended her. In 
a voice broken with grief, she told the 
whole distressing story of how her hus- 
band was spirited away from her and 
murdered out of sheer greed of gain; 
how she bade her little ones good-by, 
confiding them to the care of the man 
Holmes, in all their youthfulness, lit- 
tle thinking that when she next saw 
them the two little girls would be ly- 
ing side by side om the marble slab 
of a morgue, cold in death, and the boy 
a parcel of mouldering bones. Be- 
tween her bitter sobs she related every 
detail, from the first meeting with 
Holmes almost up to today, and so af- 
fecting was the story that even Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham, long used to 
tales of grief and distress, paused in 
the examination to wipe away a fur- 
tive tear.

PORTING RECORD. 


THE EX-AUSTRALIAN IS ALSO 
UNDER ARREST. 


A Many-cornered Fight Now On in 
which Authoritics Mix with 
the Pugilists. 


Corbett’s Party Denounce the Falil- 
ufe of His Opponent to Pat 
in an Appearance. 


Yale Whitewashes Dartmouth—Re- 
Mance Clab Accused of Dirty 
Work—Brown Done Up Brown. 
Track Summaries. 


(RBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

TEXARKANA, Oct. 30.—Sheriff Dil- 
lard and deunties of Miler county, 
who left Texarkana on the Iron 
Mountain “cannon-ball” at 3:30 
o'clock, succeeded in bagging the 
pugilistic game they were after. Fitz- 
simmons and his trainer were arrested 
by them and taken off the train at 
Fulton. A special train was tele- 
graphed for to bring the officers and 
pugilists back to this city, and at 5 
o'clock a train left here for that pur- 
pose. They arrived here about 7:50 
and the Sheriff and his deputies, with 
Fitzsimmons and Julian under arrest, 
left Texarkana at 7:35 o’clock tonight 
via the Cotton Belt Road for Little 
Rock. They took this route to avoid 
any trouble that might arise at Mal- 
vern, if the Iron Mountain route had 
been used. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
interviewed Fitzsimmons and Julian 
while they were here. Both said they 
were ready for the fight, but could not 
say when or where it would take place, 
as they were; under arrest. Both de- 
nounced Corbett and the Florida Ath- 
letic Club for doing everything in their 
power to prevent and stave off the 
fight to a later day. They declared 
Corbett was not in condition and hence 
desired to put it off. Fitzsimmons said 
he had trained continuously and was 
never in finer form. Fitzsimmons gives 
his weight now at 152 pounds. He and 
Julian will claim the $2500 forfeit to- 
morrow if they can get through to Hot 
Springs. Both appeared to be in good 
humor, although under arrest, and 
said it was useless to fret over such 
a thing, as it was unavoidable on their 
part. The trial of their cases under 
the warrants issued by Chancery Judge 
Martini at Little Rock will be held to- 
morrow. 

Sheriff Houpt of Hot Springs, who 
sought to carry Fitzsimmons and 
Julian to that city under the guise of 
arrest, was lost in the shuffle when he 
disputed Sheriff Dillard’s authority. 
The latter arrested him on the Iron 
Mountain train, but when the crowd 
got off at Fulton, Houpt remained on 
board, and got off:at Hope, the next 
station above, where he telegraphed 
Dillard that he was not trying to get 
away and would come back on the 
first train and give himself up. Sheriff 
Dillard has been assisted by deputy 
sheriffs from Little Rock and every 
move has been made according to writ- 
ten instructions from Gov. Clarke. 

The Governor ordered Sheriff Dil- 
lard and Deputy Heard to get a big 
posse of men to take Fitzismmons and 
Julian at all hazards and at any cost 
and produce them before Judge Mar- 
tin at Little Rock as soon as possible 
after arresting them. The officers and 
pugilists will arrive at Little Rock 
early tomorrow morning. Therewas an 
immense crowd to meet the officers 
and pugilists-as they came in from 
Fulton and the party could hardly get 
through the jam at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel to secure supper before starting 
for Little Rock. 

SPOILED THE FIGHT. 

HOT SPRINGS, (Ark.,) Oct. 30.—Ex- 
citement ran high in Hot. Springs all 
day. At the arrival of every train 
dense crowds thronged the depot anx- 
ious to see Fitzsimmons, who was ex- 
pected to arrive on every train. Man- 
ager Brady smiled sarcastically as he 
twirled in his fingers the telegram tell- 
ing of Fitzsimmons’s capture and with 
evident relish remarked: “I told you 
so. It was a clever scheme on tz- 
simmons’s part.” 

He added, “At least he thought it was 
clever. He carefully evaded the Hot 
Springs officers who had gone to meet 
him, as: their success in capturing him 
would have insured a battle. He went 
with all joy to the Governor’s officers, 
and probably got the first easy breath 
he has drawn for a month after they 
arrested them. The long and chort of 
the whole story is that Fitzsimmons 
is afraid to fight. If he had not been 
the Governor’s people would never have 
gotten him.” 

Atty.-Gen. Kinsworthy appeared be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Rapley this 
evening at 3 o’clock and moved that the 
warrants issued several days ago for 
the arrests of Corbett and his party be 
recalled. City Attorney Martin, who, 
with Mayor Waters, constituted the 
citizens’ committee, which went to Dal- 
las and secured the removal .of the 
headquarters of the Florida Athletic. 
Club to this city, appeared in the inter- 
est of those who are trying to have the 
contest be pulled off here, and upon the 
showing made by him, Justice Rapley 
denied the motion. The purpose of 
Atty.-Gen. Kinsworthy, who repre- 
sented Gov. Clarke in this action, was 
to have the Corbett party remain in 
the custody of’ the Garland county of- 
ficers, in order that they might be re- 
moved to Little Rock, after being ar- 
rested under thewarrants issued by 
Judge Martin of that city, and placed 
hands of Sheriff Houpt’s depu- 
ties. 

This was in furtherance of. the plan 
to make every effort to keep the men 
apart, and was bound to be urvortant 
in view of the possibility that Fitzsim- 
mons might elude the officeis sent to 
Texarkana by Gov. Clarke. It is a 
significant fact, and one that gives 
some color to the report that Corbett 
and his party may be up in Little Rock 
tomorrow, that the motion to recail 
the warrants was not opposed by the 
City Attorney after the officers of the 
Hot Springs Athletic Club had received 
word from Texarkana that Fitssim- 
mons had fallen into the hands of the 
State officers. The fight managers 
even went so far as to indicate their 
willingness to surrender the Corbett 
party to the State officers. ‘This info;- 
mation was telephoned to Gov. Clarke 
by Atty.-Gen. Kinsworthy, but the re- 
sult of their communication insotar as 
it may affect Corbett’s movements to- 
morrow, the Attorney-General would 
not make public. 

The plan of the fight people seems. 
to have been to keep Corbe:t and his 
party under the jurisdiction of Justice 
Rapley and out of the hands of the 
State officers as long as there was a 
chance fo: Fitzsimmons to’ re ch tie 
city on schedule time. Wher this van- 
ished and there was no longer possibil- 
ity of an encounter between the two 
heavy-weights within the nex* twenty- 
four hours, they evidently thought it 
advisable to let the Governur have his 


own way for a while longer a

-have brought him to Hot Springs in 


time for a fight tomorrow: ‘That man 
never intended to fight Corbett, and he 
did not come here because knew 
that nothing would save him from a 
fight if he did so. Corbett is right now 
in Hot Springs and has been here since 
1 o’clock thie afternoon. He is ready 
to fight at a moment’s notice, and I 
have $10,000 in bills in the safe of the 
Arlington Hotel.”

FITZ WAS SHY. 

TEXARKANA (Ark.,) Oct. 30.—Sher- 
iff Houpt and Deputy Sheriff Cooper, 
who were sent here to arrest the Fits 
simmons party and convey them safely 
to Hot Springs, condemn the Australian 
and Julian, his manager, in the strong- 
est terms. Deputy Cooper, in an inter- 
view with a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press, gave a history of their 
meeting with Fitzsimmons. He said: 

“We met Fitzsimmons and Julian at 
Marshall, Tex., this afternoon and in- 
formed them that it was impossible for 
them to get through Texarkana with- 
out being arrested; that Mr. Houpt ard 
myself had a warrant for his arrest; 
that we wanted to serve ours first, so 
that we could take him to Hot Springs. 
He flatly refused to have anything to 
do with Sheriff Houpt or myself, adding 
that Corbett and party had passed 
through <Texarkana without molesta- 
tion, and that he proposed to do the 
same thing. I told him it would be ut- 
terly impossible for him to do this, as 
the Sheriff of Miller county had positive 
instructions from Gov. Clarke to take 
him away from the Hot Springs officers, 
even if it was necessary to arrest them 
first. At this he said: ‘I know my 
business.’ ~ 

“We told him we had provided a spe- 
cial train for him at the Cotton Belt 
crossing, that ft was an absolute cinch 
that he would evade Texarkana offi- 
cers i would consent to take this 
train at the Cotton Belt crossing, and 
that we had a clear track to Malvern 
and could guarantee him a safe jour- 
ney to the springs. He would not con- 
sent to any of these propositons, but 
maintained that he, as a citizen of 
the United States, had a right to go 
through the State of Arkansas without 
fear of arrest. 

“On our arrival at Texarkana, Mr. 
Julian was more than anxious to see 
the color of the Miller county officer’s 
badge. We went so far as to ask if 
they were officers of the government, 
that if they were government officials 
they wanted to be arrested by them 
and not by Hot Springs officers. 

“In order to evade the Hot oe 
authorities he called upon officers in t 
sleeper to have Sheriff Houpt and my- 
self ejectd from the eweper. We pre- 
‘that’ the Wanted ‘to make sure 
that he would be arrested by writs 
from Little Rock. This was done, and 
he was landed to his entire satisfac- 
tion. Every action showed that he did 
not want to go to Hot Springs, and 
that he aid every thing to allow him-

Companies from [Fine 
Bluff, Helena, Cabot and Jacksonville 
have been ordered tc be ready 
to march this afternoon. The Mc-

ENGLAND’S DILEMMA. 


HER INTERESTS IN THE ORIENT 
VITALLY THREATENED. 


An Alliance Between Russia and 
Japan Reported to Have Been 
Decided Upon—War with China 
the Last Resort. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Sun's London correspond- 
ent cables: 

“The belief that events of the first 
magnitude are impending in the far 
East daily grows stronger, not only in 
London, but in other Buropean capi- 
tals. The only point upon which all 
reports and all opinions agree is that 
Engitsh interests in that section of the 
world are vitally threatened. Mussia’s 
reported treaty with China regarding 
Port Arthur aroused such widespread 
alarm in England that attention has 
been distracted from news of cven 
more serious import to this country, 
which has been coming from Japan for 
several days past. | 

“The first hint of what is going on 
was contained in a dispatch to the 
Times, which said there is a strong 
feeling In favor of Russia gaining 
ground in Japan, it being held that a 
friendly alliance with that country can 
alone bring prosperity to Japan. Then 
it was announced that Count Yama- 
tagata is for Russia, and if he gains 
hie point in the Council of Ministers, 
Japan and Russia will be in alliance. 

“Today comes a momentous report 
which is freely circulated in diplomatic 
circles in London, but has not yot ap- 
peared in print, that such Russo-Jap- 
anese alliance has been practically de- 
cided upon/ “This rumor, for I 49 not 
attempt to dignify it by any stronger 
name, finds readier credence among 
diplomats than the story about a secret 
treaty with China. The diplomatic 
world is beginning to regard China as 
in a condition of decadence almost be- 
yond treaty-making, impotent as a 
friend and harmless as an. enemy. It 
is well known that England has adopted 
@ most friendly attitude toward Japan 
since the treaty of peace was signed. 
It is believed here that Japan has been 
putting that friendliness to the test. 
The Japanese government, it is repre- 
sented, argued that in the fact of the 
obvious designs of Russia and France 
she must have the support of Great 
Britain to’the extent of a full offensive 
and defensive alliance, because any- 
thing short of that would fail to check 
the plans of the opposing coalition. En- 
gland, of course, would not grant such 
a@ ttreaty except in the face of a most 
desperate necessity. ; 

“There are strong and manifold in- 
dications that Japan is becoming sus- 
picious, as she is right in doing, of Brit- 
ish bona fides, and has been quietly ne- 
gotiating for some weeks with Russia. 
If this proves to be a correct view of 
the situation, it will be greeted by. the 
whole diplomatic world with gleeful 
satisfaction, if statesmen ever allow 
themselves to entertain such emotion.

A DRAMATIC SCENE. 


THE PROSECUTION THUNDERS 
AGAINST DURRANT. 


Bianche Lamont’s Spirit Said to be 
Pleading with the Jury for 
Others’ Safety. 


Dist.-Atty. Barnes Eclipses the Best 
E@orts of the Counsel for 
the Defense. 


Rivérside Banking Company in 
Trouble—C. P. Huntington’s Fe- 
male Spotters—William Shiels’s 
Short Will. 


(MBEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 30. — Dist.- 
Atty. Barnes today appeared as the 
central figure in the last scene of the 
trial of Theodore Durrant. While the 
spectators in the crowded courtroom 
craned their necks to catch every word 
of the speaker, he delivered what is 
considered in many respects one 
of the strongest arguments ever 
made to a California jury. Aside 
from being logical and  convinc- 
ing in his discussion of the testimony 
he made two or three dramatic by- 
plays that put to a severe test the iron 
nerves of the prisoner. Of these scenes 
the most impressive took place in the 

‘ early part of his argument when he 
spoke of how counsel for the defense 
had invoked the spirit of Blanche La- 
mont, and voiced her thought by say- 
ing: “Let him go free; he harmed me 
not.” While looking intently at the 
frame bearing Miss Lamont’s ‘ dress, 
which stood near the jury-box, and tell- 
ing how through the long days of the 
trial he had seen the young school-girl 
clothed in all her innocence and purity, 

Mr. Barnes reached the climax of the 

scene. Turning upon Durrant, who was 

seated only three feet away, the Dis- 
trict Attorney, with clenched fists and 
in a voice of thunder, exclaimed: 

“T see her now. There she stands be- 
hind him at this very moment, not 
praying for vengeance for her deep 
eand remediless wrongs; not for the 
law’s retribution upon her murderer; 
but with uplifted hands and streaming 
eyes, praying that God will not put it 
into your hearts, by the mockery of a 
verdict of not guilty, to set free this 
monster to prey upon other souls, pol- 
lute with vile hands the unsunned 
snow of other children and defy anew 
that God of Justice whose ministers 

ou are.” 

! Durrant was the least affected per- 

son in the courtroom. While Mrs. No- 

ble, the dead girl’s aunt, wept silently 
and everybody else was thrilled with 
the impressiveness of the scene, Dur- 
rant sat stolid and indifferent. As the 

District Attorney’s last words were ut- 

tered, the prisoner whispered some- 

thing in the ear of his mother who sat 
near him, and smiled as if pleased at 
the wit of his remark. 

_ Mr. ‘Barnes began his argument by 

dwelling upon the personalities of Miss 

Lamont and Durrant and outlining. the 

grounds upon which the State bases 
its contention that no one but Durrant 
could be 

Attorney Barnes said: 

“The individual who perpetrated the 
hideous murder with which the defend- 
and stands charged, and which has har- 
rowed the soul and frozen the blood of 
this community, is no ordinary crim- 
inal, and his crime, in every aspect in 
’ which it may be considered, is without a 
parallel. It was not committed under a 
blind’ arid furious impulse to revenge 
some real or fancied wrong to his per- 
son, his property, or his character; nor 
yet under the hot spur of jealousy, that 
hell of thé injured lover. It Was in 
every sense a cold-blooded, vicious mur- 
der. It was without the slightest prov- 
ocation or apparent.excuse or palliation. 
“The assassin chose for his victim an 
innocent and.helpless maiden, in years 
almost a child, almost a stranger in 
our city, a simple schoolgirl temporarily 
residing with a relative and engaged in 
the struggle to obtain an education as a 
teacher in the Normal School. She was 
undeveloped in mind, pure in life and 
thought, of simple and unsuspecting na- 
ture, and presenting none of the quali- 
ties which are supposed to arouse the 
evil passions of the seducer and the 
libertine. For the scene of his dreadful 
assault, the murderer selected an evan- 
gelical church, dedicated to the wor- 
ship of God, a temple where the doc- 
trines and the life of Jesus Christ were 
taught and illustrated in Sabbath as- 
sembly, in midweek prayer-meeting 
and in social gathering. He took the 
life of his victim, not with the savage 
mercy of the quick pistol or the silent 
knife, but he tortured her with the lin- 
gering process of strangulation, driv- 
ing his cruel fingers deep into the ten- 
_ der flesh of her slender throat; and so 
' flercely did he do His devil’s work that 
the stigma of his crime remained until 
the discovery of her corpse, clearly dis- 

. cernible as the cause of her death, not 

only by the expert surgical examiner, 
but by the most unlearned observer. 

“What other, if any,. wrong was done 
her before her soul exhaled and went 
to heaven, we do not know. The ad- 
Vancement of natural decomposition 
baffied investigation and made knowl- 
_ edge impossible, but we know that 

either living or dying, or dead, she was 

taken by him up the steep stairs of the 
steeple of the belfry ‘of the church, 
where he supported the poor body with 
blocks of wood, and left it there to rot 
in nakedness and wither in the cool, 
western wind that swept through the 

lofty spire. He hid the remains where 

he believed they would remain undis- 
covered and have no promise of Chris- 
tian burial. There he left her. She 
was dead, but he fancied himself safe 

from detection and exposure. . 

“The heaven-pointing spire of the Re- 
' deemer’s church was his only confidant 

and accomplice. No human eye had 
witnessed his assault upon Blanche La- 
mont. No ear had heard her @rst 
shriek of terror and aniazement, as 
this monster fell upon her, or the last 
stifled moan of dying agony that pre- 
ceded the awful silence of her fina) 
rest. None, save the God whom he 
feared not, has seen him as he ex- 
tended the naked and slender form on 
the belfry floor, laid the thin arms 
across the undeveloped bosom, propped 
the head and straightened the meager 
body in the dust. Not a human being 
had beheld his retreat from the awful 
presence of the death which was his 
work, and the secret was safely locked 
in his own breast. 

“There lay the speechless and untes- 
tifying corpse, and what was it now 
to give him fear? It had been nothing 
but a girl after all, and concerning her 

_.there would 
to ‘which he could -help to give 

currency—the same old story of a 

vanished girl, a distracted family, 

an ineffective and perfunctory search 
among the houses of ill-repute, a re- 
luctant conclusion that this little one, 
like others of Eve’s daughters, had 
gone to her moral destruction; a picture 
turned to the wall, a. name never 
spoken, and oblivion, personal and so- 
cial, for poor, lost Blanche Lamont. 

And he was right for the moment. The 
- wrath of the God whose law he had vio- 

lated, and whose temple he had defiled, 

seemed to slumber. The murderer went 
his guilty. way, with his undivulged 
crime, unscathed and unwhipped of 
justice, while his victim lay in the 
spire that pointed its slender finger to 
the sky, as if reproaching its: Ruler for 

His unmoving indignation.” 

Mr. Barnes then related the circum- 
stances in connection with the discov- 
ery of Miss Lamont’s body, and from 
the facts drew the conclusion that she

ing, and in whom she had confidence. 
The murderer must also have been a 
man whose cunning was sufficient to 
enable him to stifie the natural feeling 
of timidity which always accompanies 
innocence, and induce her to go alone 
with him to the darkened church in 
which they both worshiped on Sunilay. 
Such a man, he said, is Theodore Dur- 
rant. Only a monster capable of tak- 
ing the life of an innocent girl, he said, 
could remain cool, impassive and al- 
most defiant when accused of such a 
crime. 
“Gentlemen,” continued Mr. Barnes, 
“such a man is of such rare quality 
that if confronted at last with the 
proofs of his crime, whose recital has 
shocked all civilization, he could, and 
he would, as he has done, sneeringly 
smile in the awful presence of the relics 
of his victim, torn by his o hands 
from her stiffening body, and exhibit 
neither passion nor emotion, neither 
sympathy nor regret for the unfortu- 
nate child he had brought to a prema- 
ture grave. Such a mah could well lie 
in jail awaiting his trial for murder, 
and clothe his villainy with the mask 
of a pretended trust in the Jehovah 
whom he had defied, and play the saint 
with verses and phrases stolen from 
Holy Writ. He could listen with grim 
complacency while his counsel strug- 
gled to weave a web of suspicion and 
accusation around one whom he knew 
to be innocent, and from the beginning 
to the end of his trial for the highest 
crime known to the law, remain the 


same nerveless, impassible, smiling vil- | 


lain, 

“T am aware, gentlemen, that in a 
case of this character, equally with 
that -where crimes less atrocious are 


laid to the charge of any creature, the: 


case of the people must rest upon its 
strength, and not upon the weakness 
or the failure of counsel to prove that 
which he most confidently promised to 
establish. I have not the time, nor 
should you possess the patience, to wait 
on me while I compare the bold and 


_confident utterances of alleged facts ex- 


culpatory of his client, into which zeal 
has betrayed the advocates for the de- 
fendamt, with the wretched and total 
failure: of proof. If such comparison is 
obvious, you can make it for your- 
selves. I must observe, however, that I 
listened to the opening statement for 
the defense with an absorbing interest. 
I was disappointed in but little. What 
I heard I expected to hear, save cne 
thought, which filled me with amaze- 
ment and pain. 

“The learned counsel who opened the 
case for the defendant invoked the 
spirit of Blanche Lamont and voiced 
her thought by saying, ‘Let him go 
free; he harmed me not.’ Gentlemen, 
like the counsel, I have felt her pres- 
ence during all the long and tedious 
days of this important trial. I have 
seen her, as she was on the third day 
of April last, as she left her school and 
classes, with her little burden of books 
and paper. I feel again that slender 
robe before me, with her girlish form. 
Above it I see her sweet face, haloed by 
its wealth of hair, her gentle eyes, her 
smiling mouth dropping kindly words, 
bubbling up from the unpolluted depths 
of a pure heart. I have seen her as 
she was when the defendant addressed 
her at the door of the Normal School. 
I have seen her every day; I see her 
now. There she stands, behind him at 
this hour; not praying for vengeance 
for her deep and remediless wrongs, 
not for the law’s retribution upon her 
murderer, but with uplifted hands and 
streaming eyes praying that God will 
not put it into your hands, by the 
mockery of a verdict of not guilty, to 
set this monster free upon other gentile 
souls, pollute with vile hands the un- 
sunned snow of other children, and 
defy anew that God of justice whose 
ministers you are.” 

In speaking of Durrant’s defense, 
aay, Barnes said an alibi was 
the first and favorite method of crimi- 
nals to escape justice. 

“Durrant’s testimony is a mass of 
contradictions from beginning to end,”’ 
said Attorney Barnes. “Not only has 
he contradicted the testimony of the 
prosecution’s witnesses, but he has 
contradicted the testimony of his own. 
I submit to you, gentlemen, that there 
is nothing in the testimony of the de- 
fendant or of any witness presented by 
the defense to establish the alibi that 
the defense has tried to build up in this 
case.” 

Mr. Barnes said he believed it had 
been conclusively proven that Durrant 
did not attend Dr. Cheney’s lecture on 
the afternoon of April 3, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the prisoner is marked 
present on the roll-call. Even if no 
one else answered for Durrant, he said 
the roll-call was but a copy of the orig- 
inal record, and had been proven to 
contain errors. If Durrant was at the 
lecture, he asked, why had not at least 
one student out of the class of seventy- 
four been brought forward to testify to 
the fact? Why had no witness been 
produced who saw Durrant on his way 
from the college to the church? 

The District Attorney said there was 
every reason for believing Dr. Gra- 
ham’s testimony to the effect that on 
April 20 Durrant told him he had no 
notes of the lecture and asked to bor- 
row his. Dr. Graham was a friend and 
classmate of Durrant and,would have 
no motive for telling a falsehood. At 
that time Durrant had made a copy of 
Glaser’s notes, but he wanted Gra- 
ham’s in order that he might make 
enough changes so that it would not 
be apparent that he had copied from 
Glaser’s. With regard to the state- 
ment made by Gen. Dickinson to the 
effect that he had Durrant’s -notes in 
his possession.three days before Dr. 
Graham had his interview with the 
prisoner, the District Attorney called 
attention to the fact that Gen. Dickin- 
son neglected to testify to the fact. As 
the statement was of the utmost im- 
portance to the prisoner, if true, Mr. 
Barnes commented on the fact that 
Dickinson, although he went on the 
stand to testify about the book-strap, 
did not, while under oath, tell that he 
had’ Durrant’s notes. in his possession 
on April 17. 

The District Attorney will conclude 
his argument tomorrow afternoon, 
when the jury will be charged and the 
fate of Durrant placed in their hands. 


GIBSON HAD AN ALIBI. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 30.—Now 


that the Durrant trial is practically 
over, Rev. J. George Gibson, whose 
name has been mentioned in connection 
with the murders that occurred in his 
church, says that in case an attempt 
had been made to cast suspicion upon 
him he was prepared with an alibi 
showing his every movement on the 
days Miss Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
liams were murdered. He says the 
insinuations of the defense have caused 
him no worry, as he was prepared at 


any time to meet any charge the 
might make. 


_FEMALE SPOTTERS. _ 


How oc. P. Huntington Keeps His 
Revenues Nearly Intact. : 
(EGULAR ASSOCIATED I'RESS REPORT) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 30.—For the 
past two months six women have been 
traveling on the pasenger trains of the 
Southern Pacific as spotters. As a re- 
sult of their labors the heads of eleven 
promising conductors have been 
dropped into the official basket, simply 
because they showed a disposition to 
appropriate a portion of Collis P. ¥iunt- 
ington’s revenue. Huntington and his 
Officials are most anxious to find out 
whether any of the company’s passen- 
ger revenue is being stopped in transit 
between the time when the conductors 
receive a cash fate instead of a ticket, 
and the time when these same conduc- 
tors make a report of each trip to 
Goodman’s department. 


Three of these women spotters are 


a 


& 


said to live in San Francisco. The 
fourth hails from Los Angeles, the fifth 
from Portland, and the sixth from Og- 
den. These women all pay cash fares, 
and are supplied with funds by some- 
body in the confidence of the railroad. 

The amount paid by them on 
any given trip are compared with 
the conductor’s daily statement for the 
same trip. f any conductor is sus- 
pected, the report of one spotter is not 
taken as a sufficient condemnation. It 
must be confirmed by another spot- 
ter’s independent statement. For this 
reason the company takes very 
care that the women shall not be ac- 
quainted. No two spotters acquainted 
with each other are ever employed, with 
the knowledge of the company, at the 
same time. 

Without their knowing it, two men 
often travel on the same train at the 
same time. Their movements are so di- 
rected that the same woman does not 
go over the route more than twice in 
one month. Even then they are arrayed 
differently, particularly in the matter 
of hats and cloaks, and the dressing of 
their hair. 

Out of some thirty or forty women 
employed as spotters by the company 


during the past five or six years, these 


remaining six women are regarded by 
the company as their best experts in 
the spotter line. They are paid $100 a 
month four months out of every year, 
in addition to a liberal expense account 
while they are on the road. They are 


also given a premium of $25 every time 


their report about a conductor holding 
out a cash fare is found to be true. 
The Southern Pacific’s six women 
spotters have discovered quite a num- 
ber of conductors who have been shar- 
ing Huntington’s passenger revenue 
with him. Eleven conductors have been 
informed at intervals during the past 
two months that their services were no 
longer needed. The names of the dis- 
charged conductors are withheld by the 
Southern Pacific officials. They content 
themselves with the statement that any 
conductor who has received his walk- 
ing papers has been discharged for 


cause.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


CAN SURVEYORS WORK- 
ING ON A REPORT. 


Important Problems that Queen Vic 
and G. Cleveland Will Have 
to Settle. 


Mountains, Marine Leagues, Const 
Lines and Islands Figure in 
Undue Prominence. 


Gen. Duffield Holds that the Yukon 
and Forty-Mile Creek Gold Prop- 
erties are in United States 
Territory. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The report 
of the joint commissioners appointed 
under the convention made in 1892 be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States for the survey of the territory of 
the United States and Canada adjacent 
to the boundary line dividing Alaska 
and Ganada, will be made in the course 
of the next thrée months. Gen. Duf- 
field, chief of the Coast and Geodetic 


‘Survey, is the commissioner on behalf 


of the United States, and D. F. King 
serves in a like capacity for Great Brit- 
ain. The purpose of the survey is to 
furnish a basis for the determination of 
@ line from 54 deg. 40 min. north, to 
where the boundary line encounters the 
l4ist deg. of longitude, which runs 


northward, marking the eastern boun- 


dary of Alaska. 

Gen, Duffield’s assistants, L. F. Dick- 
ens and B. A. WelekKer, have been in 
the fleld all summer, and are now en- 
gaged in working out their data. Un- 
der the treaty between Russia and 
Great Britafn fixing the boundary line 
of Alaska, and the subsequent treaty by 
which Alaska became the property of 
the United States, the boundary line 
was to run from the point where the 
Portland Canal intersects the 56th deg. 
of latitude northward along the crest 
of the mountain range, if there should 
be any, to the 14lst deg. of longitude. 
If no mountains were found the line 
was to run ten marine leagues from the 
coast line. No range of mountains was 
found, so that the United States terri- 
tory under the treaty is a strip of land 
ten marine leagues along the coast. 
Along the coast are a@ series of islands, 
beginning with Prince of Wales Island 
to the southward, Kmown as the Alex- 
ander Archipelago, and when the re- 


- ports of the survey are made, the ques- 


tion as to whether the ten marine 
leagues line is to rum inland from the 
line of these islands. or from the main 
land, and whether the coast line shall 
be considered to rum from headland to 
headland or to follow the actual coast 
line must be determined under the con- 
vention by the President and Secretary 
Olmey on behalf of the United States, 
and Queen Victoria and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote on behalf of Great Britain. 

The Canadian maps now make the 
boundary line rum ten marine leagues 
from the outer coast line of the islands 
of the Alexander Archipelago, showin 
that Great. Britain is already prepare 
to make a contention for that line. The 
point at which the Portland Canal 
crosses the 56th deg. of latitude has been 
determined, and also the point at which 
the ten-marine leagues line meets the 
141st parallel. Mt. St. Elias, it has been 
ascertained, is in long. 140 deg. 47 min., 
west. 

‘In some respects a more interesting 
problem which Gen. Duffield is now. 
working on is the determination of the 
points at which the l14lst degree of 
longitude (the eastern boundary of 
Alaska,) crosses the Forty-mile Creek 
and the Yukon River, as this boundary 
may involve the ownership of some of 
the gold properties now developing 
there. Ogelsyie, a British official, de- 
termined these points astronomically 
in 1889. By his observations the 14lst 
parallel crossed Forty-mile Creek 
eight and three-quarter miles from its 
mouth, or junction with the Yukon 
River, and left the bend on the latter 
now in Canadian territory. The coast 
line, however, was fixed entirely by as- 
tronomical observations. Gen. Duffield’s 
line will also be made from astronom- 
ical observations, but he has other 
data which Ogelsvie did not have 
with which to correct possible errors. 

The latitude and longitude of Camp 


‘Davidson above the Yukon have been 


absolutely fixed from a long series of 
observations. From that point the 
country has been triangulated to the 
Yukon and a transverse line has been 
run all the way to the head of Forty- 
mile Creek. This work has been in 
progress since 1890, and the final calcu- 
lations will be completed in about three 
weeks. 

Gen. Duffield does not expect the line 
to vary much from that of Ogelsvie, 
and from the information he has he 
gives it ac his opinion that all of the 
gold properties of the Yukon and Forty- 
mile Creek are within the jurisdiction 
of the United States. So far as he has 
been informed, and the report of the 
Governor of Alaska agrees with this 
information, all the gold discoveries 
have been to the west of a line drawn 
from Cape Barrow to the extreme 
southern point of Alaska (all of which 
is in United States territory.) There 
are two ways of reaching the mining 
region on Forty-mile Creek, one from 
the southward by way of Chilcat Pass 
and the upper tributaries of the Yu- 
kon, and the other by ascending the Yu- 
kon from its mouth. e former is 
through Canadian territory, and the 
latter is entirely in United States ter- 
ritory, save for the small distance 
around the bend of the Yukon. and 
eight and three-quarter miles up Forty- 
mile Creek. 

According to the advices from Alaska. 
British officials have been lneelne and 
collecting duties on mining materials as 
they passed through British territory. 
This Gen. Duffield says is entirely le- 
gal, if the Ogelsvie line is found to be 
substantially correct, as he believes it 
will be. Still much interest will at- 
tach to the result of the final compu- 
tations Gen. Duffield is making, as they 
will furnish a boundary upon which the 
United States can stand.

SUGAR-BOUNTY CLAIMS. 


Auditor Baldwin Asked to Assist in 
Making an Action. 
MEGCLAN ASSOCIATED REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Represen- 
tative Myer and Col. Hill of New Or- 
leans, representing the Louisiana Su- 
ar producers, were at the Treasury 
partment today and had an inter- 
view with Auditor Baldwin in regard to 
the sugar bounty claims cases. In 
view of the fact that a decision favor- 
able to them cannot be had under 
Comptroller Bowler’s recent decision, 
Myer and Hill asked for the rejection 
of two specific claims, one under the 
appropriation of $238,000 on sugar pro- 
duced before the repeal of the bounty 
act, and the other under the $56,000,000 
appropriation by the last Congress, 
their purpose being to secure a proper 
basis for action to be brought in the 
United States Circuit Court at New 
Orleans against the government. 
The Oxnard, Nebraska, case does not 
meet the situation, inasmuch as the 
Comptroller did not specifically reject 
it, but directed it be sent to the Court 
of Claims. Auditor Baldwin, however, 
declined to certify another claim to 
the Comptroller tn absence of instruc- 
tions to that effect from the Secretary 
or Comptroller.

LORDSBURG, Oct. 26.(—Regular Cor- 
respondence.)—The railroad men have 
been “kicking’’ of late on the score of 
rest. They got the rest and then they 
“kicked” at the change in assignments 
resulting. It seems some of the en- 
gines formerly used between here and 
Tucson have been taken over to the 
El Paso-Lordsburg division. The re- 
sult was the men working westward 
had extra duty and extra time,, This 
was all right for a timebeCause it 
meant extra pay for the engineers and 
firemen, but when it came to keeping 
men on the road forty and fifty hours 
with only four or five hours rest, a bed 
was more alluring than extra pay, and 
after a siege of this kind the men were 
called on to go out again they would 
“kick for a rest."" According to custom 
in such cases they were entitled to 
eight hours rest. The first of the week, 
when these demands for rest became 
numerous, an extra engine crew was 
sent out from Tucson and as soon as 
a crew “kicked for rest’ it was given 
them and their engine was sent out 
with the extra crew. When another 
crew wanted rest it was given, and 
the first crew, which by this time 
had rested, would be sent out with the 
second engine. This resulted in a mix- 
up of engines and crews that the men 
did not like. Some of the engineers 
declare they can run their locomotives 
when asleep if necessary, and they pre- 
fer doing this to changing engines. 

A new postoffice has been applied for 
by the residents of precinct 24, to be 
supplied from Lordsburg, to be called 
Bed Rock .with Henry Tucker as post- 
master. 


BISBEE, Oct. 26. — (Regular Corre- 
spondence.)

A RAILROAD SOUTHWARD.

To get coke in and bullion out 
at good advantage, a railroad via Bis- 
bee is required. The road could con- 
nect with the Arizona and Southeast- 
ern, and thus get cheap connection with 
the markets of the world. 


BENSON. 


BENSON, Oct. 23.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.)} At last the unexcelled 
railroad facilities of Benson, it being 
the only town in the Territory with 
three railroads, prevails, and something 
more than railroad work is going to be 
done. A tannery will be started here. 
This point is excellent, in all particu- 
lars, for such an enterprise. All three 
of the railroads centering here pass 
through cattle regions, and, indeed, 
now agents are out purchasing hides. 
The water supply here is unexcelled, 
the San Pedro River being near at 
hand, the regulation well supply is 
good, and the indications are No. 1 
for artesian water. The process will of 
course be by the canaigre tannin root. 
‘This root averages 28 per cent. tannin, 
and is unexcelled. The root will prob- 
ably be cultivated here, although a 
great deal may be had wild. for. the 
gathering and shipping. The extent of 
the new enterprise is not known, but 
it will certainly be no one-horse con- 
cern. Bensen has unequaled railroad 
and natural advantages, and would like 
a few enterprises such as the forego- 
ing, and a smelter or two.

If I have cor- 
rectly learned their customs and plans 
of breeding, next year we may expect 


a crop of hoppers and a destruction of 
vegetation.”

NOGALES, Oct. 23.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.)

When 
they do begin such an illegal use a court 
of equity will interpose where there is 
no remedy, but to warrant relief in any 
case it must appear the acts complained 
of are of such 4 character that full and 
adequate redress cannot be had at 
law.” As for the motion to wipe out the 
existence of the Council, he says: “It 
is useless to cite any of the very pu- 
merous authorities establishing the 
want of authority in a court of equity to 
do that until after a determination in 
a proper proceeding to establish the 
fact that the defendants were acting 
without the right to do so.”

Mr. Shortridge is opposed, with a 
deadly, double-barreled opposition, to

subscribers. He is “agin” it fore and 
aft, tooth and toe-nail, day: and night. 
He says: 

“I will not hesitate to point out one 
error indulged in to a disgraceful ex- 
tent by many of the leading papers. 
I refer to the practice of offering 
premiums in order to gain subscrip- 
tions. For the purpose of illustration 
the press may. be divided into what I 
term the legitimate and the illegiti- 
mate journalism. We have in various 

of the country noble examples 
of the legitimate newspaper. By this 
I mean the straightforward, carefully 
edited, clean, condensed, thoughtful 
journal, which has.a mission, a pur- 
pose to perform, and goes about it 
with a directness and a precision of 
action calculated to arouse the ad- 
miration of all thoughtful men and 
women. 7 

“In contradiction to this we have the 
faking, the padded, the sensational and 
the premium-giving newspaper,. which 
furnishes the example of what I call 
the illegitimate. The legitimate news- 
paper strives to put value into its 
pages and offers the same for sale 
upon its merits. The other appeals to 
all the prejudices and lower passions 
of the people, and in addition to its 
cheap wares it offers all kinds of 
premiums as a means of gaining sub- 
scribers. I regret to say that some of 
the great journals—those which de- 
servedly stand high and are believed 
in by the people—have fallen into this 
groes error. 

“Contemplate for a moment this 
premium-ziving business. Every con- 
ceivable plan of attracting public at- 
tention has been resorted to. I have 
devoted considerable time in looking 
over the various premium lists offered 
and I am amazed at the ingenuity dis- 
played by many managers. In one 


place I find them giving books, shot- 
guns, bicycles and fishing tackle, and 
in another tickets entitling the holder 
to a day’s outing at the seaside or a 
trip around the world. Another gives 
baby carriages and washing machines 
and cook-books. Some ‘have even gone 
so far as to give race-horses and 
cheap town lots and tickets to the 
circus.” 

There is much truth in what Mr. 
Shortridge says. The premium-giving 
business has been overdone. The Call 
is conservative on the subject of 
premiums to subscribers, but on fresh 
and exclusive news from the British- 
American boundary line in Alaska it 
comes out strong, not to say reckless- 
like. In fact, it is a hyperborean day 
when the Call can’t muster a native 
Alaskan army and send it marching 
(on paper) through the inaccessible 
wilds that border the Frozen Ocean, 
in search of the bloodthirsty Britishers 
who are bent on ‘taking over’ some 
of Uncle Sam's valuable territory, 
mines and all. The Call is a paper of 
push, progress and pemmican; but

WAR, NOT TO SAY BLOOD. 


It will surprise the average reader 
to learn that war—regular, grim-vis- 
aged war with whiskers onto it—has 
been declared in Alaska. The dis- 
patches had made us aware that there 
was some trouble over the boundary 
question, but it was not supposed that 
armed warriors were actually on the 


for gore. 

Such, it seems, is the case. Throug'a 
the unparalleled enterprise of the San 
Francisco Morning Call, information 
is given out which is of the very-high- 
est importance in this: connection (if 
true.) The Call's exclusive informa- 
tion shows a dangerous state of belli- 
gerency on the Alaskan frontier. If the 
tension continues much longer, some- 
body is liable to get hurt. 

After explaining that the whole 
Alaskan frontier (thousands of miles 
long, and now covered with snow to 
a depth of several feet) is patrolled by 
Canadian mounted police, the Morning 
Call describes in graphic language the 
grand coup d'ctat by which United 
States troops have taken possession of 
the disputed territory and are masters 
of the situation at the seat of (pros- 
pective) war. “The State and Treasury 
Departments,” says the Morning Call, 
“have been quietly preparing for any 
emergency, and at the present time 
United States troops are camped 110 
miles from Juneau, in the direction of 
the frontier.” Good. ~With United 
States troops thus camping on their 
trail, the “mounted police” of the Do- 
minion will hardly venture to extend 
their beats across the boundary. It is 
apparent, therefore, that the country 
is tolerably safe for the time being. 

“On October continues this 
strange, eventful history, “Capt. 
Hooper, in the revenue-cutter Corwin, 
arrived at Juneau. Next day the citi- 
zens of Juneau and Douglas, acting un- 
der his instructions, organized Co. A 
of the First Alaskan Infantry, 100 
strong. Judge Bugbee of Juneau was 
sworn fm as captain of the senior troop 
of Alaska’s militia force by Capt. 
Hooper. The members of the new com- 
pany were carefully excluded from any 
knowledge of the special object of the 


organization. The officers knew, but} 


the privates were told that it was a 
case of emergency. Arms were sup- 
plied from the revenue-cutters, and the 
work of making. soldiers out of the 
recruits began under the direction of 
the Corwin’s officers.” lig 
Thus was the Alaskan army organ- 
ized. Almost as if by magic, in a day, 
it rose full-panoplied and ready for 
business. The spectacle was certainly 
inspiriting. The air of mystery sur- 
rounding the mobilization of the army 
served to lend unwonted eclat to the 
affair, of course, and Juneau was un- 
questionably in a state of excitement 
bordering on delirium. But the ex- 
cited citizens had not long to wait. 
Developments came thick and fast. 
“Next night,” says the Morning Call, 
“at 1 o'clock the men were hastily 
turned out under arms by the ringing 
of the firebells. They were supplied 
with rations and blankets and marched 
aboard of the cutter, which took them 
up the channel about twenty miles, 
where they were landed. They then 
made their way for ninety miles 
through snow from two to six feet 
deep to Camp Corwin, where they were 
Iéeated at last accounts, but expected 
to return to Juneau soon. It was no 
holiday excursion for the young sol- 
diers, as it rained and snowed all the 
time. They dragged their supplies 
over the drifts on sledges to the camp.” 
The dire emergency which led to the 
hasty mobilization of the \ Alaskan 
army is strikingly exemplified in the 
fact that the rank and file were 
dragged from the bosoms of their re- 
spective families at an hour of the 
night when graveyards are supposed 
to yawn and ghosts to break out and 
paint the town a deep red. The ring- 
ing of the firebells to call the army to- 
gether was a military proceeding as 
stirring as it was startling. The “long- 


roll” is always sounded, of course, by 


firebells in well-regulated armies-. - 
The subsequent experiences of the 
army were of a no less sensational and 


| exhilarating nature. A forced march 


through ninety miles of snow varying 
in depth from two to six feet is an 
achievement which will live in mili- 
tary annals. It is perhaps no extrava- 
gance to say that it will take a place 
in history side by side with the cross- 
ing of the Alps by Napoleon's army, 
though, fortunately, the mortality in 
the Alaskan army was not so great as 
it was in the case of the French 
Legions. Washington crossing the 
Delaware and the camp at Valley Forge 
were simply not init with the First 
Alaska Foot. | 

In connection with its highly-enter- 
taining piece of news the Morning 
Call prints a picture of the U. 8S. reve- 
nue-cutter Corwin. But.one scans the 
decks in vain for a glimpse of the in- 
vincible warriors of the Alaskan army. 
Not a drummer-boy is in sight, and 
even the poop-deck is deserted. But, 
perhaps, the army was quartered in 
the hold during the voyage, which 
would explain the deserted appearance 
of the decks, 

The Morning Call, in corrobora- 
tion of its exciting narrative, publishes 
liberal extracts from a letter written 
by Theodore T. Dowdall, “the first ser- 
geant of the company.’ The letter 
came direct from the seat of war, 
being dated at Camp Corwin, October 
15, about five days after the army left 
Juneau on its eventful march through 
the Alaskan fastnesses. “We privates 
do not know what we are here for,” 
observes Sergt. Dowdall, “but it is 
doubtless for some special and impor- 
tant reason. We know there is going 
to be trouble over the boundary ques- 
tion, and the American miners will 
fight if the Canadian officials interfere 
with them. We are living on Treasury 
Department rations and learning to be 
soldiers as fast as possible. We were 
caught up on the street, as it were, and 
rushed off through the woods and over 
the roughest country a recruit ever 
traveled. We were urged on by the 
cutter’s officers as if we were hurry- 
ing to the f with reinforcements. 
I imagine cat Hooper is testing us 
to see what kind of troops Uncle Sam 
has to depend upon in Alaska. Quite 
a number have dropped out of the 
ranks, but we have still a good num- 
ber ‘under arms. Several Sisters of 
Charity accompanied us on our march.

It is scarcely a matter for surprise 
that the rank and file of the Alaskan 
army do not know where they are 
at. Few men would know after such 
rough experience. The sergeant doesn’t 
explain what methods were employed 
by the Corwin’s officers to hurry the 
men onward to the front, but it is not 
impossible that bayonets or cutlasses, 
and perhaps pike-poles, applied to the 
rear of the advancing army, played a 
not unimportant nart in the proceed- 
ing. That quite a number should have 
“dropped out of the ranks’’ was no 
more than was to have been expected 
under the circumstances, It is encour- 
aging to learn, however, that a goodly 
number are still under arms. No doubt 
the “Sisters of Charity” who forged to 
the front along with the invincible 
hosts of the Alaskan army will re- 
main “under arms” during most of the 
campaign. 

The sergeant goes on to say, quite 
unnecessarily, perhaps, that “it isn’t 
a holiday picnic we're on,” and that ‘he 
expects to have “more campaigning to 
go through with.” Not a pleasing 
prospect, truly; but the vicissitudes of 
war are decidedly different from a holi- 
day picnic, and should be taken philo- 
sophically. 

There are some things which remain 
unexplained by the Morning Call’s nar- 
rative. The line of march, so nearly 
as can be ascertained, was a wind- 
swept tundra—a bleak, open plain, so 
broken and hummocky that the Alas- 
kan army and the Sisters of Charity 
would ‘have had an Army of Flanders’ 
time in marching over it, whether in 
battalion front, or “one behind the 
other, like you did yistidday.”. How 
did they do it? Perhaps in torbassas— 
who knows? At any rate, it is safe 
to presume that the Sisters of Charity 
were maslucca upon their arrival at 
Camp Corwin. 

When the army returns in triumph 
to Juneau, will the revenue-cutter Cor- 
win be on hand to carry it over the 
twenty miles of ocean? Or will a bdi- 
darra have to be used? Or (sad pos- 
sibility!) will a single bidarka suffice? 
At any rate, Juneau will have a hi-yu- 
muck-a-muck, not to say a regular old 
potlach. 


Although Spanish reports from Cuba 
continue to tell of victories over the 
insurgents, the latter seem to be en- 
during their constant “defeats” pretty 
well.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Secretary

advisers, Sir Mackenzie Bowell and 
Sir Charles Tupper, respecting the ar- 
rangement of some means of adjusting 
and settling the British Bering Sea 
claims.

U.P. AND DOWN. 


"The Cold Steel of Just Retribu- 
tion’’—Spots on the New York San. 
One of the curious features of the edi- 

torial page of the New York Sun is the 
space allotted to attacks upon the As- 
sociated Press. It is assuming the 
form of rabies. It would indicate that 
the atmosphere of the Sun building is 
not as joyous as in the gilded days of 
the United Press, the Laffan News Pu- 
reau, the Internationa] Telegram Com- 
pany and all that brilliant array of 
news venders, through which any news- 
paper could obtain telegraphic intellli- 
gence by paying tribute. 

First, there was the United Press, 
with an original capital of $20,000, 
owned by Mr. Dana, Mr. Laffan and 
Mr. Phillips, together with a few out- 
siders. Mr. Dana purchased his United 
Press stock while chairman of the joint 
Executive Committee of the Associated 
Press, together with three other execu- 
tive committeemen. At the same time, 
as officers of the Associated Press they 
entered into a secret contract with the 
United Press for an exchange of news. 
The United Press had very little news to 
exchange, but as soon as it had the free 
run of the Associated Press news it at 
once became a factor, and Associated 
Press papers bought its franchises in 
self-protection, until they discovered 
the nature of the secret contract, which 
was condemned and repudiated by the 
Associated Press membership. 

As soon as Mr. Dana and his friends 
purchased their interest in the United 
Press the capital stock was increased to 
$1,000,000, and the business became at 
once so prosperous that dividends of 6 
per cent. were declared upon the cntire 
million dollars of stock. At a critical 
moment Mr. Dana retired from the As- 
sociated Press and was elected president 
of the United Press, Mr. Laffan was 
vice-president and Mr. Phillips was gen- 
eral manager. The business was very 
prosperous and it was proposed to de- 
stroy the Mutual Associated Press, and 
when that could be accomplished divi- 
dends of 50 per cent. per annum could 
easily be declared upon the million aol- 
lars of United Press stock. 

Next there was the Laffan News Bu- 
reau. Papers which did not hold United 
Press franchises could buy news from 
the Laffan Bureau, even though pa- 
pers in the same city held the exclusive 


United Press franchises. and the news 


was strangely similar. The Laffan Bu- 
reau also did a profitable business. 
‘Then there was the International Tel- 
egram Company. It sought to secure 
contracts with foreign agencies to sell 
the foreign news to the United Press 
as an intermediary. Its principal own- 
ers were Dana, Laffan and Phillips. It 
appeared ‘to also do a profitable busi- 
ness, but it was finally decided to sell 
its stock to the United Press for $1,000,- 
000 of United Press stock, and in order 
to accomplish this it was proposed to 
increase tie capitalization of the latter 
by another million dollars. This was 
only prevented by an injunction  ob- 
tained by the New York Times, which 
held $70,000 of United Press stock, pur- 
chased for cash at a time when it was 
thought by some people that the great 
papers of the country could actually be 
compelled to pay tribute to a close cur- 
poration like the United Press, owned 
by three or four persons and conducted 
for personal profit. When this injunc- 
tion was obtained and the characier of 
the International Telegram Company 
was exposed, that extraordinary corpor- 
ation quietly went out of existence. The 
United «Press and the Laffan Bureau, 
however, remained. 

The lending papers of the United 
States, composing the Associated Press, 
after a full exposure had been made, 
associated for mutual protection, to col- 
lect the news of the world, and to that 
end severed ail eonneerion- the 
United Press and its small coterie of 
owners... To this end a guaranty fund 
of $550,000 was subscribed, contracts 
were entered into-with the great Euro- 
pean news acencies and the leased wires 
of the great associscion were extended 
to every leading city in the United 
States. The establ'shing of its world- 
wide agencies involved a very large 
initial expenditure, which has been en- 
tirely paid from the guaranty fund, ald 
now. with its natural income, in excess 
of its expenditures, it is enabled to col- 
lect the news of the world.in greater 
volume and with more certain precision 
than was ever before possible. This is 
accomplished by mutual effort, and 
with opdsolute certainty as to the integ- 
rity of the news thus collected and dis- 
sem inated. 

The natural revenues of the great 
organization exceed by nearly three 
times those of the United Press.,. One 
hundred and seventy-five daily pupers 
having abandoned the latter organiza- 
tion, the splendid prospect of half a 
million dollars of net revenue annually 
has vanished from the vicinity of the 
Sun office and there has foliowed in- 
stead a ravenous deficiency, supposedly 
equal to the prospect of Barnato divi- 
dends of half a million a year, which 
seemed so glitteringly certain such a 
short while ago. 

Can the annual deficiency of the 
United Press be stated? Is the load be- 
coming heavy? Whatever may be the 
facts, the atmosphere in and about the 
Sun office has become ominously heavy. 
The cold steel of just retribution ap- 
pears to be entering the flesh. Hence 
these cries of rage and fear.

Annual Statistics from the Nayal 
Ordnance 
(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—In his an- 
nual report Ca Ww. T. Sampson, 
chief of the Naval.Ordnance Bureau, 
submits estimates aggregating %6,467,- 
984 for the next fiscal year. Last year's 


auxiliary navy is renewed. The wis- 
dom of the department's decision in 
favor of thirteen-inch guns for the 
new battleships is said to have 
been conclusively demonstrated. No 
argument is needed, it is stated, in 
support of the statement that a first- 
class battleship should carry guns, at 
least under favorable conditions, to 
pierce the armor of an opponent of 
equal size. 

It is proposed to convert all of the 
six-inch guns in service into rapid-fire 
guns as soon as possible. Attention is 
called to the necessity of having a re- 
serve supply of guns of all caliber. 
No satisfactory powder has yet been 
secured for the thirteen-inch guns, 80 
the requirements as to velocity have 
been reduced to 2000 feet per second, 
with fifteen tons pressure. This fact 
is believed to demonstrate the impor- 
tance of developing the smokeless pow- 
der. The experiments so far made at 
the torpedo station in this line have 
resulted in déveloping an absolutely 
uniform powder, but time must elapse 
before its keeping qualities can be 
known. — 

For the naval small-arms extensive 
tests have shown that the. bureau’s 
pure gun-cotton powder has no super- 
ior and orders will be placed with the 
powder companies in the near future. 
Hydraulic turret gun-carriages have 
been adopted for nearly all our ships 
based on the -highly-gratifying per- 
formance of those on the Monterey. 
Monéy is asked from Congress to give 


teen five-inch rapid-firing guns, four 
six-pounders and two landing guns. 
Success having attended the effort 
to procure eight-inch forged steel 
shells, it is proposed to develop a sim- 
ilar type of semi-armor-piercing shells 
for each caliber and if one and three- 
pounder steel shells can be produced, 
it is proposed to entirely abandon the 
use of cast-iron projectiles. , 
During the year 5171 tons of armor, 
4861 tons being Harveyized, were de- 
livered. That remaining, the most dif- 
ficult and tedious to manufacture, will 
assuredly be delivered by the Carne- 
gies before February 1, next, and by 
the Bethlehem company early the fol- 
lowing July, dependent only upon the 
speed with which the plans are sup- 
plied by the builders. With increased 
Plants under way and improved pro- 
cesses of manufacture, 7800 tons of 
armor required for the ‘wew battle 
ships, numbers 5 and 6, Wen be supplied 
in less than one year after receipt 
of plans, provided orders are received 
in sufficient amount to keep the ships 
working full time, as they were not 
last year.

THE BIG HORN. 


Active Preparations for Developing 
the Mine. 


F. V. Layton, until recently general 
manager of a large St. Louis syndicate 
with a paid-up capital of $3,000,000, 
operating a large sitver mine in So- 
nora, Mexico, is now manager of the 
Big Horn Gold Mining Company of 
this city. It is capitalized for $2,000,000 
and owned by Senator S. M. White, 
Judge E. M. Ross, L. . Blinn, J. A. 
Graves and a few others, all of Los 
Angeles. He is here gathering good 
and experienced miners to take up to 
the Big Horn, as Mr. Layton is doub- 
ling the force and pushing the work 
as fast as possible on the mine, as 
well as pushing the construction of a 
road to the mine. The mine is devel- 
oped to a depth of 300 feet and has 
been cross-cut in several places for 
a distance of some 1200 feet in length, 
Showing a body of gold ore of over 
fifty feet in width between walls, con- 
taini two million tons valued at 
over 000,000.

A VERDICT PRONOUNCED IN 
THE KENNETT CASE. 


it Teok the Jury Onty Half 

Mour t ecide the Fate of 
lmwwon'’s Stayer.

He Heard the Fatefal Words With- 
Betraying the Least Sian 
of Emotion. 


Able Arguments of Counsel on Both 
Sides—Sentence Set for Next 
Tuesday—A New Trial May 

be Asked. 


“Guilty of manslaughter.” 

The words were not loud, but they 
rang with the distinctness of a bugle- 
call through the dimly-lighted court- 
room at 8:15 last evening, and a lonz 
breath, as of sudden relief from strong 
nervous tension, attested the anxiety 
with which the groups of men through- 
out the room had listened for the short 
sentence which should decide th: Is- 
sue of the day's hard battle. Some faces 
lightened with relief that it was ot 
the worst: others darkened with dis- 
appointment that it was not a clea: ac- 
quittal, and one or two turned discon- 
tentedly away, evidently disgusted that 
the extreme penalty of the law had no: 
been meted out to the slayer of one 
who had been a relative or close friend 
to them. One face alone remained as 
tranquil and impassive as though the 
words possessed not the slightest inter- 
est to him. Evidently F. B. Kennett 
is not given to parade of his emotions, 
be they of joy or sorrow, and the corm- 
posed. face and quiet eyes expressed 
neither relief nor disappointment. 

“Gentlemen, is this your true verdict, 
80 gay you one, so say you all?’ asked 
Clerk Logan. 

“I do,” replied the whole twelve at 
once. 

At the request of Mr. Goodrich, the 
jury was polled, and found to’ be all 
of one mind. After some discuvsion, 
Judge Smith set the time of sentence 
for Tuesday, at 10 a.m., but, in ali 
probability an extension will then Le 
granted, as * is understood that the 
defense will move for a new trial. 

The arguments occupied the’ entire 
day, and were so varied, able and bril- 
liant that the close attention of the 
large audience never waned. Promptly 
at 10 a.m., every seat was filled, and 
many were standing, and, as the day 
wore on and the interest deepened, even 
standing room was at a premium and 
the aisles and corridor were packed 
with eager listeners, who craned their 
necks that they might not lose a word. 

Close to the defendant, and with her 
hand in his most of the time, sat Ken- 
nett’s pretty young step-daughter, whvw 
has staid beside him throughout the 
trial. The fair, anxious young face 
was not as tranquil as his, but changed 
every moment as the varying emotions 
of sorrow, pleasure or indignation were 
excited by the onward sweep of the ar- 
guments for or against the quiet man 
at her side. 

After a littie more rebuttal testi- 
mony, Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Holton rose to open the case for the 
prosecution. Mr. Holton spoke for 
-about an hour, and presented the 
facts of the case, from the standpoint 
of the prosecution, in a manner that 
was clear, logical and convincing. Mr. 
Holton began with a brief reference to 
the undoubted fact that Lawson was 
killed, and in what manner and by 
whom had never been disputed by the 
defense. He said there were only two 
witnesses whose testimony claimed con- 
sideration, Vespasian Le Croix and the 
defendant himself. 

The old Frenchman's testimony Mr. 
Holton declared to be a myth, a fabri- 
cation, proven to be false by other wit- 
nesses who had testified to its utter 
impossibility. Kennett’s testimony was 
to be doubted for the very reason of its 
extraordinary clearness and accuracy, 
and because it was out of the bounds 
of possibility for a man in Kennett’s 
position to give his testimony with ab- 
solute honesty g@hen his life was at 
stake. 

Mr. Holton made A very pleasant de- 
parture from the sual tactics of a 
prosecuting attorney, by refraining 
from personal abuse of the defendant, 
and made his argument all the more 
effective by declaring his full belief in 
Kennett'’s high ability and many bril- 
liant qualities, alluding to him as a 
“typical Southern gentleman.” 

After a short review of the evidence, 
Mr. Holton developed the theory of 
the prosecution, namely, that Kennett 
had followed Lawson into the room, 
closed the door with his elbow, his 
hand in his pocket, and had then in- 
stantly pulled out the pistol and shot 
Lawson twice in the back before he 
had time to turn around, putting an- 


| other shot into his breast after he fell 


The theory of the motive for the 
killing was taken from the: testimony 
of Robert Todd, who had stated Ken- 
nett’s grievance against Lawson, and 
and the fact that he had said he felt 
no regret for what he had done. Ken- 
nett had been insulted, and, like a 
true Southerner, he had washed out 
the insult and the wrong in his en- 
emy’s blood. 

Mr. Holton made a clear, succinet 
review of the entire testimony, touch- 
ing only on the material points, and 
wasting no time in flights of fancy and 
figures of speech. His argument was 
brought to an abrupt close by the 
noon recess, but, the hour allotted 
to him, he had coifived to lay a very 
solid foundation for the summing up. 

When the court convened at 1:30'p. 
m., the defense had the floor. The ar- 
gument in behalf of the defendant was 
three-fold, and was so ably cénducted 
that there was neither tediousness nor 
repetition. Each speaker supplemented 
the others, and, although all argued 
the case from the same standpoint and 
upon the same general line, each one 
presented a different side of it. 

W. H. Shinn opened the case for the 
defense, and sketched with a bold hand 
the line of argument they hadadopted, 
throwing down the gage of battle, and 
| asking for a verdict either of murder 
/in the first degree or a clear acquittal, 
as the man before them was either a 
cold-blooded assassin, or a 
| brave man acting in honest self-dé+ 
fense against a sudden attack. Mr. 
| Shinn appealed, to the evidence of Ken- 
| nett's spotless character. and of his 
'known bravery and abflity, as being 
| the strongest

THE BIG LAWSUIT TO BE RESUMED 
AT ALBUQUERQUE, 


Question of an Early Foreclosure 
Sale of tHe Road—Status of the 
Northern Pacific Receivership. 
Passengers Coming by Wat.r,. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
Santa Fe,N.M.,says the Atlartic & Pa- 
cific Railroad case, involving the sumof 
$16,000,000, comes on again for hearing 
in the United States District Court in 
Albuquerque on Saturday next. The 
title of the case is the United States 
Trust Company vs. the Atlantic 
& Pacific Railroad Company et al. The 
trust company has filed .exceptions to 
the defendant’s answer in the former 
suit charging irrelevancy. Arguments 
are to be heard on this point. 

Among the attorneys engaged are 
S. BD. Kenna, L. F. Parker, Robert Dun- 
lap,.H. L. Waldo and Judge Sterry for 
the railroad; F. M. Jennings of New 
York and N. B. Field for the trust 
company. The courts decision on 
thes~ exceptions will practically deter- 
mine whether or not there will he an 
immediate sale under fo: slosure of 
the Atlantic & Pacific road to satisf/ 
the first mortgage bondholders repre- 
sented by the Unite! States Trust 
Company. If the sa'e is ordered doubt-' 
less this interest will se* that-the price 
will reach somewhere near $16,<00,000. 

The Santa Fe wants the Atlantic & 
Pacific, but is hardly prepared to pay 
$16,500,000 for it. Should the road fall 
into other hand. the San‘a Fe would 
be forced to fall back on ics Reorgan- 
ization Committee's plan «nd float $20,- 
600,000 of new bonds to build an inde- 
pendent line from the Rio Grande to 
the Pacific coast.

THE ARCTIC. 


TOILING IN THE ICE FIELDS 
APOUT POINT BARROW. 


Polar, Bear "as Big as Cow”’ 
Attempts to Board «a Steamer. 
Capt. Bonificld, in the Lakme, 
Arrives at San Dicgo. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
AN DIEGO, Oct. 29.—Capt. Sam 
ifield of the steamer Lakme, one of 
the best-known skippers on this coast, 
was here today on his return from 4&4 
voyage to ‘the Arctic Ocean, having 
pushed his vessel as far north as 72 deg. 
north latitude with a cargo of about 1200 
tons of coal and provisions for the fif- 
teen or twenty steam whalers winter- 
ing at Herschel Island, off the mouth of 
the Mackermle River. The past season 
in the Arctic has been one of unusual 
iciness, and the sea was less open than 
usual. The long delay of the Lakme 
by the obstinate ice caused her owners 
to think that she would be obliged to 
pass the entire winter in the frozen 
ocean. During a part of the voyage it 
was uncertain whether or not the 
ateamer would survive the terrific 
strain attending the butting away of 
huge ice-cakes when nosing her way 
along a lead of open water. The reg- 
ularly-equipped steam whaler has an 
extra stout wooden ‘stem protected by 
three inches of solid metal. The Lakme 
carried only an ordinary stem, sheathed 
with one thickness of boiler § iron. 
When off Point Barrow, Capt. Boni- 
field endeavored to -follow the ex- 
ample of several whalers near by and 
force his ship among the cakes of ice 
which had stranded in thirty or forty 
feet of water, anchor to this grounded 
ice, and, thus being beyond the 
current, which was sweeping vast 
bodies of ice northward, he could 
await an opportunity to force his 
way «to Point Barrow, only a 
few miles away, where he had to 
land 100 tons of freight. After making 
fast to what he supposed was grounded. 
ice, the skipper discovered that his ship 
Was not out of the north-bound cur- 
rent, nor had he succeeded in making 
fast to the grounded ice. At a rate of 
about six miles an hour, the J.akme, 
firmly held by drifting ice, was forced 
surely and steadily past Point Bar- 
row on to the north. The vessel was 
turned this way and that.was by the 
floating, resistiess mass of huge ice 
cakes. Had she possessed the most 
powerful engines in the world he would 
have been powerless in this icy tiJeway 
Like a chip on a stormy ocean, the 
Lakme drifted for hours. All hands 
were powerless in the clutches of this 
Arotic tide, until, by good fortune, an 
eddy or cross current carried the ship 
out of the track of the main northward 
current and a lead was sighted which 
enabled the captain to make Point Bar- 
row, by this time forty miles away. 
Then it was discovered that the bunt- 
ing against the ice had worn the stem 
down to a level with the ship’s plank- 
ing. The gituation was serious. To 
run the bow of the steamer against the 
ice with force without a stem to pro- 
tect the planking meant certain de- 
struction. Two heavy piles were rigged 
Up as a temporary stem, but the first 
severe impact with the ice cut these 
great timbers off as if they had been 
match-sticks. The next expedient was 
to envelope the bow in a network of 
hawsers. This improvised stem was a 
success. It saved the ship from cer- 
tain disaster and enabled her to reach 
California in safety.

Beauty of the Chicago Climate. 


HIGHEAND, (Cal.,) Oct. 28.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) While I al- 
ways admire the intellectual vigor and 
manly tone of your editorials, still, 
as we are not all cast in the same 
mental mold, we arrive at different con- 
clusions from the same premises. 

Regarding your editorial of Saturday 
under the above heading—including the 
Inter Ocean's eulogium upon Chi-. 
cago climate—forcibly recalls the days 
and incidents of long ago. » 

All that you say and much more is 
true of the matchless loveliness of 
“Our Italy’’—this sunny southland by 
the Pacific sea—yet, in view of the 
volumes appearing in the. press of this 
coast laudatory of California and de- 
rogatory to the climate and country 
beyond the Rockies, the thought is 
Suggested that it is possible to surfeit 
the minds of our Eastern friends and 
kinsfolk with this class of literature. 
Man's. friendship is scarcely won by 
firing poisoned arrows at his cherished 
idols. To one who has spent two score 
of years in that grand grain-field of 
the world, the Mississippi Valley, many 
of these effusions of California news- 
paper writers (whose personal know!l- 
edge is not infrequently bounded by 
the horizon of the Sierras) upon the 
“effete East” are extremely amusing. 
As pictured by them, that cradle of 
republican liberty and = nursery of 
American civilization, where sixty mil- 
lions of happy people enjoy and cherish 
the associations and endearments em- 


rounded by a field of solid ice, a polar 
bear as “big as a cow” was sighted, 
running over the ice hummocks, head- 
ing directly for the ship. The monster 
evidently scented the hogs on the 
Ssteamer’s deck. There was only one 
rifle aboard. The bear could easil® 
board the craft. Giving the rifle to the 
best marksman among the crew Capt. 
Bonifield prepared the other sailors as 
best he could to repel the boarder, 
should the rifle prove ineffective. The 
bear was hungry, and appeared desir- 
ous of a square meal, whether it be of 
pig or of man. When the bear was 
within thirty fathoms of the ship the 
sailor opehed fire with the rifle. The 
first shot hit the bear somewhere about 
the head, for he shook it as if a bee was 
bothering him. Still he rushed at the 
boat. Bang! bang! bang! went the Win- 
chester, but Mr. Bear didn’t stop until 
when within about twenty-five feet of 
the ship. Then a shot hit the bear in 
the side. It puzzled him. He sat down 
on his haunches and spun round like a 
top. Another shot in his side made the 
blood gush forth briskly. The bear had 
Jead enough. He retreated, followed by 
the yelling crew, reached a bit of open 
water, and swam away. He left a trail 
of blood over the ice four feet wide, car- 
ried a dozen rifle balls in his system, 
and yet had sufficient vitality to swim 
the ice-cold sea and elude his pursuers. 
Capt. Bonifield, who has voyaged rer- 
ularly among the Seal Islands for six 
or eight years, carrying provisions, re- 
marked on the rapid disappearance of 
the seals. Several years ago the rocks 
were worn smooth on the rookeries for 
half a mile or more inland by the great 
herds of seals. Now these rookeries 
are almost  tenantless. Frequently, 
when at anchor, hundreds of young 
seals would play about the bow of the 
ship and frolic on the anchor buoy. It 
is different now. There are no seals. 
or at least, so few as to be scarcely 
noticed. This season the American 
sealers are forbidden to use rifles in 
killing seals. They are restricted to 
the use of spears. The British sealers, 
however, use rifles. The American 
sealers declare that they will sail un- 
der the British flag next season if they 
are thus to be discriminated against 
by Uncle Sam. 
A curious incident of life in the Arc- 
tic was related by Capt. RBonifield. 


Some time ago a large whaling bark 
was caught in the ice. As the massive 
cakes were crowded together by the 


sea, the bark was gradually pushed up 
higher and higher, until, at last, she 
crowned a large hummock high above 
the water. Here, for years, the bark 
rode hither and thither 


the crew, who despaired of ever again 


getting the vessel safely into the wa- 


ter, the bark remained pra¢tically un- 
injured in the berth of ice.

SCORNED THE OFFER. 


POLICE OFFICER MATUSZKIEWIZ 


REJECTS A BRIBE. 


He Says Theodore Raver Offered Him 
Money to Drop the Presccation 
of One of His Proeteges fer 
Vagrancy. 


Policeman Matuszkiewiz has been 
offered a bribe, so that sturdy officer 
alleges, and the probabilities are that 
the matter will be aired fin court. — 

Matuszkiewiz on the night of October 
16 arrested a young man who gave the 
name of Kennel, which is supposed to 
be an alias. Kennel is said to be one of 
those shameless reprobates who live off 
the earnings of fallen women. The 
}charge against him is vagrancy, but 
for various reasons his trial has been 
postponed from time to time and pres- 
sure has been brought to bear to have 
it dismissed altogether, to whfch Mr. 
Matuszkiewlz will not consent. 

In struggling with his prisoner, the 
officer had his. thumb disjointed and 
has not yet recovered the full use of 
the member. This, of course, does not 
make him feel kindly toward Kennel, 
but he alleges that his personal injury 
does not cut any figure in the prose- 
cution. 

The statement in an evening paper 
that a State official residing in Los An- 
geles was trying to have the prosecu- 
tion of Kennel stopped, is understood

_Matuszkiewiz said further that he 
intends «to have Theodore Bauer sub- 
poenaed as a witness in the case. If he 
does this the bribery charge will be 
brought directly before the court and 
oe developments may be looked 
or. 

Officer Matuszkiewiz said the only 
condition upon’ which he has offered to 
compromise the case was for the de- 
fendant to go before the court, plead 
guilty and promise to leave the city, 
as there is no room for him here.

The Coming Wheceimen’s Meet Being 
Arranged For—City to Have 
Electric Light and Power—Archi- 
tect Logan Wants His Fernitarc. 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 30.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The improvement of the 
streets is furnishing employment for 
a large number of men. Contractor 
Fairchilds has about fifty men  em- 
ployed in putting down gutters, con- 
structing curbs and putting down 4s- 
phaltum. A considerable force is em- 
ployed also in the management of the 
asphalt plant. A. Fieck & Ormand 
have thirty-five men and four teams 
grading the streets; Claude Hancock a 
force of twenty men and three teams 
putting in gutters and curbs; Capt. 
Vosburg has a dozen carpenters and 
others putting in place the crusher 
plant; Charlie Hagh, six teams and 
men hauling sand, and a force of men 
taking the dirt from the rock at Fair- 
mount Hill. Street improvements ne- 
cessitate the employment of two forces 
of men for the laying of the water mains 
and gcas-pipe. The real work of street 
improvements, the miles of macadam- 
izing, has not yet begun. Neither has 
the establishing of an electric light 
plant been started. Within a week or 
ten days there will be about 250 men 
and thirty or forty teams at work on 
these improvements.

The company further agrees to 
extend the term of sefvice on the same 
terms and conditions for twenty years 
longer, ten years at a time, except that 
the city shall not have the expense of 
keeping up the apparatus of transmis- 
sion, that expense to be borne by the 
electric-light company. Should the ele- 
ments or any other instrumentality in- 
terfere with the furnishing of electri- 
city at any time the city is not to be 
charged for what it does not get. In 
the event of the company’s failing to 
furnish the electricity for a period of 
ninety days the contract shall be de- 
clared at an end and the company’s 
bond of $15,000 for the faithful perform- 
ance of the contract will stand good for 
the purchase of the poles, wires, etc., 
from the city.

love. On the front lawn a huge tent 
had been erected, incloSing a grass plot 
with its growing shrubbery and roses, 
and the front veranda, which was pro- 
vided with chairs and couches, The 
lawn was entirely covered with can- 
vas and chairs had been provided in 
the tent for the guests. The interior 
walls and ceiling of this tent was fes- 
tooned with pepper-boughs, palms and 
flowers, until they were almost con- 
cealed, and brilliant yet soft light was 
given from hanging and standard lamps 
which were placed amid the bloom and 
greenery.

HANCE TURNER ACQUITTED. . 


The Young Man Charged with Gam- 
bling Got Off. 

Hance Turner, the first of a number 
of young fellows arrested by the en- 
forcement committee on the charge of 
gambling, was on trial today in Jus- 
tice Merriam’s court, and a _ large 
crowd of Police Court habitues, citi- 
zens and members of the committee 
were present at the trial, and listened 
with the greatest attention to the pro- 
ceedings, in spite of the fact that the 
atmosphere o the court-room was 
stifling, and ‘that there were no seats. 
Benjamin Hahn, the attorney for the 
enforcement committee, appeared for 
the people, and H. Appel of Los Ange- 
les for the accused. 

It has been the openly expressed 
opinion of lawyers here, ever since the 
arrests, that a conviction under the 
State law would be impossible, and it 
has been equally openly expressed that 
if the nforcement committee had 
acted in connection with the city au- 
thorities, and the arrests had been 
made under the city ordinances, noth- 
ing like the difficulty of securing a 
conviction that has been experienced 
would have occurred. Be that as it 
may, the hired detectives proved hired 
defectives, for they contradicted one 
another in material points of their tes- 
timony, and their evidence was so con- 
flicting that they made anything but 
a good impression upon the jury. 

Nine men were selected instead of the 
usual twelve, and they were fair-minded 
business men and citizens, who judged 
the case on the law points alone, and it 
took them st eight minutes to de- 
cide that rner was not guilty of 
playing a percentage game. 

A large amount of testimony was in- 
troduced and the attorney for the de- 
fense occupied the witness-stand him- 
self to prove his case. The jury on 
the first ballot were not unanimous, 
but on the second unanimity was se- 
cured. 

What will become of the other nine 
cases, which have been set to follow in 
quick succession, remains to be seen, 
but it is predicted that failure to con- 
vict will attend them all, as Turner 
was regarded as the man most likely 
to be convicted as a player. Thomas 
and “Doc” Williams are charged with 
maintaining a gambling house, but the 
latter’s case is under advisement in 
habeas corpus. proceedings in the Su- 
perior Court. 


Opening of the Southern Pacific. 


The opening of the Southern Pacific 
line from Pasadena to Los Angeles was 
one of the events of the day in Pasa- 
dena. and a large number of people 
patronized the trains. Some of these 
were heartily disgusted when they 
found that they were obliged to pay 
45 cents for the round trip to Los An- 
geles and back, when the advertis>- 
ments in the papers said distinctly 
that the Southern Pacific would meet 
the cut on the Terminal. The fact of 
the matter was that there had been 
some oversight on the part of the com- 
pany, and the local agents had received 
no notification of the decreased rates, 
and therefore felt obliged to sell tickets 
at the regular rate. This afternoon 
they received the telegraphic advices, 
which were belated because the road 
had opened up two days before it was 
expected to be able to do so. There is 
some disappointment expressed by cit- 
izens that no single tickets will be sold 
at the 10-cent rate on either the Santa 


Fe or Southern Pacific, and the round-'| 
trip rate on both will be 25 cents. It | 


is believed that a_ single-trip 10-cent 
rate would largely stimulate tourist 
travel between Los Angeles and Pas- 
adena. The new depot is not quite 
eompleted, but the glass has been s¢t 
in the windows, the interior walls have 
been plastered, and only the woodwork 
and some minor details remain to be 
finished.

The author of the pa- 
per pointed out that the express com- 
panies in Louisiana differed from the 
banks in that they are paying no 
taxes to the State, and there is no 


law empowering the State to collect 
such taxes. 


COMMERCIAL. 

WALNUTS. The walnut-growers of 
this section are in good spirits. They 
are getting good prices for their crop. 
According to the Trade Review, the 
crop is going to be shorter than was 
figured on in the early part of the sea- 
son.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. As The 
Times has always maintained, the early 
completion of the Nicaragua Canal is 
of such vast importance to California, 
and especially to Southern California, 
that anything relating to the work, or 
the prospects of the work justly arouses 
much interest in this section. 

A few days ago a dispatch from Lon. 
don announced that the London Times 
had published a three-column article 
on the Nicaragua Canal, it being a 
special report of a correspondent whom 
the Times had sent to Nicaragua for 
the purpose of thoroughly investigating 
the enterprise. The correspondent 
speaks very favorably of the project, 
the importance of whith, he declares, 
cannot be over-estimated. He thinks 
however, that the cost will probably 
be nearer $200,000,000 than $100,000,000; 
expresses the opinion that the work 
will have to be undertaken by the 
United States government, and de- 
clares that the Panama Canal scheme, 
which he also investigated, is imprac- 
ticable. 

So much for an opinion on this enter- 
prise from Great Britain, which we 
have always supposed to be inimical 
to United States interests in the enter- 
prise. On the other hand, in this coun- 
try a pamphlet has recently been 
widely distributed over the country 
which attacks the enterprise in a most 
vindictive manner. It is a report ad- 
e canal, which was made by 


Joseph Nimmo, Jr., in 1880. As siated, 
it tly been prinetd and given 
wide. circulation. No name of a pub- 
lisher \is* given, but there is ample in- 
ternal evidence that the document is 
being cirdulated in the interest of cer- 
tain trangcontinental railroads. 


Mr. Nimmo refers to the gentlemen 

who -hdve been endeavoring to con- 
struct ‘the canal as “promoters of a 
wild and impraeticable interoceanic 
canal scheme.” He deliberately under- 
estimates the transcontinental freight 
business of the country, and even at- 
tempts to show that the Panama rail- 
road route will in time be abandoned 
in favor of the transcontinental roads; 
declares that sailing vessels can round 
the Horn tn shorter time and at far léss 
cost than would be necessary shoulti 
they pass through the canal; that 
steamships plying between the Orient 
and Burope will always, as heretofore, 
take the Suez Canal; that no silks and 
teas from the Orient are brought to the 
Paeific Coast of the United States for 
transcontinental railroad forwarding; 
that the development of railway sys- 
tems in the countries south of the 
United States tends, as in the United 
States, to the depletion of west-coast 
traffic by water and the rail hauling 
of products to Eastern ports; that the 
receipts of the Panama Railway have 
steadily fallen along with its rates, 
that instead of transisthmian lines 
having the effect of regulating trans- 
continental rail charges, the opposite 
has been the fact; that there has been 
“a wonderful growth of transconti- 
nental railroad traffic.”’ and that “‘won- 
derful reduction has been made in the 
freight charges on all the transcon- 
tinental lines;’ that transcontinental 
railroads, instead of affecting general 
commercial conditions, are strictly sub- 
servient to them. 
' Incidentally, this remarkable critic 
of a great and necessary enterprise ex- 
tends warm thanks to the late A. N. 
Towne, general manager of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, “for highly-ap- 
preciated courtesies shown him in the 
preparation of his document.” 

It might be considered entirely un- 
necessary to refute any such transpar- 
ent sophistriesasthese. Yet we must not 
forget that there is unfortunately much 
dense ignorance on metters which do 
not directly affect themselves or their 
constituents among the law-makers of 
the nation at Washington. A gentle- 
man who returned from the national 
capital to San Francisco a few weeks 
ago said that he asked several Con- 
gressmnen why they did not-pass the 
Nicaragua Canal bill. They answered: 
“Well. we don’t know much about it, 


a deal to say here, do not want 
it.” Such being the case—with ven- 
ality on the one hand, fenorance and 
indifference on the other—the advocates 
of ithe Nicaragua Canal enterprise at 
Washington evidently have no easy 
job before them. It.is absolutely neces- 
sary that they should receive every 
possible encouragement from the citi-

do more for California than a dozen 
competing lines of railway, for these 
always can, and generally will, make 
tremc arrangements with each other 
to keep up rates, whereas the cana) will 
be open to anybody who can buy or 
charter a vessel. Then, if he so de- 
sires, any Southern California farmer, 
or combination of farmers, can freight 
their own produce from one of the 
ports of this section to the Atlantic 
coast or to Europe. 

It may be. as stated, in an article 
which was recently reprinted in The 
Times from the Panama Star and Her- 
ald, that the present projected route 
of the canal is not the best that could 
be chosen. It may even be that the 
route is not a feasible one. In this 
case there is all the more reason why 
there should be no unnecssary delay in 
deciding upon the best route, and 
opening a public water-way yveen 
the two oceans.

The calm, and, in fact, dull manner 
in which the meeting of the fire com- 
mission opened yesterday gave no in- 
dieation that.a storm was brewing, but 
before the session closed the air of the 
Mayor's office was cloudy enough to 
suit almost any one. The proposed 
ehifting of some of the companies of. 
the department was the bone of con- 
tention. 

The Chief réported that the following-

Company No. 8 vice Heady, promoted. 

The three men mentioned in the 
Chief's report were brought into the 
room before the board and were  for- 
manly introduced by Chief Moore. The 
Chief said that they had been coing 
good fire duty and he believed § they 
were suitable men for the. proposed 
promotion. 

The Mayor took occasion to impress 
upon them the importance of attend- 
ing to their duties faithfully to the end 
that good discipline might be preserved 
and the good name of the department 
might not have reflections cast upon it. 

Action on their appointment was de- 
ferred for one week in order to give the 
members of the board an opportuhity 
to acquaint themselves with the men. 

A second petition of the Socialist Co- 
operative Store and Protective Associa- 
tion to establish a blacksmith shop and 
use a gasoline engine at Nos. 719, 721 
and 723 Buena Vista street was re-| 
ferred to the Chief.

STREET-SWEEPING CONTRACT. 


The Question Whether it Has. Vet 
Reen Annatied. 


There ts a good deal of speculation 
at the City Hall regarding the outcome 
of the action of the City Council In de- 
claring street-sweeping contract 
forfeited.
